“The intention is to slow the level 
of service down during times that 
are more sensitive to trouble hap¬ 
pening,” said Mike Shymka, Alberta 
Hotel and Lodging Association rep.

Town of Mayerthorpe to unveil 
statues of slain RCMP officers

SILENCE. The small town of 
Mayerthorpe will fall silent 
today for a moment, hon¬ 
ouring the lives of fallen 
four RCMP officers that 
were gunned down in the 
line of duty in a brutal 
quadruple-homicide in 
2005. 

Four bronze statues of 
officers Peter Schiemann, 
Leo Johnston, Anthony 
Gordon and Brock M 5 n:ol 
will be unveiled today, on a 
six-acre groomed piece of 
land in Mayerthorpe called 
the Fallen Four Memorial 
Park. Mayerthorpe is a 
town of about 1,500, 120 
km northwest of Edmon¬ 
ton.

and eveiyone knows each 
other. Vyffien those mem¬ 
bers were killed, the whole 
town knew them in some 
capacity,” said RCMP Sgt. 
Jim Martin, who worked 
with the four Mounties at 
the time of the shootings. 
“It shook the town, and 
the whole country when 
you look at what tran¬ 
spired.” 

On March 3, 2005, the 
countiy stood still as it wit¬ 
nessed the greatest one- 
day loss the RCMP has seen 
in 100 years. The officers 
were shot while executing 
a search warrant on a 
farm, where a grow-op was 


discovered earlier in the 
day. James Roszko am¬ 
bushed the four officers, 
and shot each with a shot¬ 
gun before turning the 
weapon on himself 

“It may have left a hole 
in the force, but probably 
brought it closer together,” 
Martin said. 

The opening of the park 
is expected to draw a 
crowd of thousands to the 
tiny town today. Martin 
said that it will be dedicat¬ 
ed not just to the four offi¬ 
cers, but to the lives of all 
RCMP officers that serve in 
the face of danger eveiy 
day.

A chemical released into 
the North Saskatchewan 
River could still be in the 
river, though much of it 
has either been cleaned 
up or evaporated. 

City officials say while 
most of the chemical was 
caught and cleaned up, 
some of the material — 
identified as naphtha — is 
thought to still be clinging 
to the concrete of the sew¬ 
er where the chemical 
came out of 

“We believe some of this 
chemical will still be in the 
drain and it will likely 
come out over the next lit¬ 
tle awhile,” said Nikki 
Booth with Fire Rescue 
Services. “We still have a 
boom so it will be caught.” 

Naphtha is a petroleum- 
based product sometimes 
used for cooking and as a 
solvent. 

Fire Rescue Services 
were notified around 4:50 
a.m. Wednesday after a jog¬ 
ger noticed sheen on the 
surface of the river. They 
traced the spill from the 
spot to a sewer duct up¬ 
stream near the Quesnel 
Bridge.

“It does not mean its oil, 
it’s not an oil slick, it’s just 
a petro based solvent,” she 
said.

Hostage rescue a boost 
for Colombia’s Uribe 


Popularity soaring amidst talk of possible third term 


Presidential muscle 

Foes worry President Alvaro Uribe will use his popularity to 
muscle through a vote and bypass the country's institutions, 
which currently limit a president to two terms. 


Despite a two-term limit, 
the popular politician may 
be mulling another 
election run, a possibility 
that has critics concerned 
about the state of the 
country's democracy. 

Colombian President Al¬ 
varo Uribe was greeted 
with cheers, folk dancers 
and banners clamoring for 
his re-election when he 
stepped off a helicopter 
for a community meeting 
in Colombia last month. 

After Wednesday’s spec¬ 
tacular rescue of FARC 
hostage Ingrid Betancourt 
and three Americans, the 


U.S. ally may have gained 
even more support to run 
for a third term if he 
wants, with admirers say¬ 
ing he is the man to take 
on the Marxist rebels. 

Already hugely popular 
because of his U.S.-backed 
crackdown on the FARC 
guerrillas, Uribe has been 
cagey about whether he is 
mulling seeking re-elec¬ 
tion. But the idea of a 


third term is worrying 
critics concerned about 
democracy and even some 
on Wall Street, which has 
openly backed him. 

Uribe recently pushed 
the idea of a vote on to the 
agenda by calling for a ref¬ 
erendum on re-running 
his 2006 re-election after a 
court found the vote may 
have been tainted by cor¬ 
ruption. 


Uribe, a studious-look¬ 
ing attorney first elected 
in 2002, is known for his 
tough work ethic and un¬ 
flinching opposition to 
the FARC rebels who 
killed his father, says he 
will only run again in case 
of "disaster." 

He says he wants to 
keep alive his "Democratic 
Security" policy to help 
drive back rebels and 
draw in more foreign in¬ 
vestment. 

His re-election in 2006 
followed a contested re¬ 
form of the constitution 
to allow a second term.

Suit swamps records 

Speedo LZR Racer credited as times fall on road to the Olympics 


Alex Baumann can recall a time 
when it didn’t take 15 minutes to 
squeeze into your swimsuit. 

But there’s little doubt in the 1984 
double Olympic gold medallist’s 
mind what he’d be wearing if he 
was getting ready for the 2008 Bei¬ 
jing Summer Games — the same 
Speedo LZR Racer model in which 
more than 40 world records have 
been broken since Februaiy. 

“Certainly, I would be wearing it 
if I would be competing now,” said 
Baumann, with a laugh. 

He’s not alone. Even swimmers 
who have lucrative deals with ri¬ 
val swimwear companies are 
switching allegiances. 

Among the defections are Japan¬ 
ese star Kosuke Kitajima, who last 
month shattered the world record 
in the 200-metre breaststroke 
while wearing the LZR Racer on a 
trial basis. Needless to say, he’s 
not switching back, having 
grudgingly gotten the go- 
ahead from the Japan Swim¬ 
ming Federation and 

Mizuno, his swimwear 
sponsor. 

Nike also caved into pres¬ 
sure recently, giving per¬ 
mission to seven of its 
U.S. swimmers, in¬ 
cluding stars 
Brendan 
Hansen and 
Aaron Peirsol, 
to use the LZR 
Racer at the 
U.S. Olympic 
trials. 

“It’s caught 
the world by 
surprise so 
much that we 
have to keep 
in mind it’s 
about the 
swimmer,” 
said Canadian 
Oljmipic team 
head coach 
Tom Johnson. 

Speedo spon¬ 
sors the Cana¬ 
dian team. They 
got their new 
suits after their 
Olympic trials 
in April, and 
have been wear¬ 
ing them in com¬ 
petition since, es¬ 
tablishing personal 
bests, setting a

handful of Canadian records, but 
not exactly setting the world on 
fire. 

But then that’s pretty much 
where Canada stood before the ar¬ 
rival of the LZR Racer, which will 
retail for about $550. 

“ft still comes down to the fact 
you better be a well-prepared ath¬ 
lete or you don’t have a 
hope in hell, suit or no 
suit,” said Johnson. 

There’s been a lot of 
hyperbole, with Aus¬ 
tralian Libby Lenton 
sa 5 dng the swimsuit 
made her feel like she 
was “swimming down¬ 
hill” and U.S. superstar 
Michael Phelps stating he 
felt like a rocket. 

Some critics have 
called it “techno¬ 
logical doping,” 
but Speedo had 
the suit approved 
by swimming’s in¬ 
ternational govern¬ 
ing body, FINA, 
and complied with 
their demands to 
make it available to 
everyone compet¬ 
ing in Beijing. 

There’s also a 
lawsuit. Tyr Sport 
Inc., a competitor, 
is suing Speedo 
for allegedly vio¬ 
lating antitrust 
laws, restraint 
of trade and false 
advertising. Tyr 
also filed suit 
against U.S. 
head coach 
Mark Schubert 
for allegedly dis¬ 
paraging 

Speedo’s competi¬ 
tors after he said 
swimmers at the 
U.S. Olympic trials 
should wear Speedo 
‘or they may end up 
at home watching on 
NBC.” 

Then there’s just try¬ 
ing to get it on. It took 


Phelps a half hour the first time he 
tried. Most swimmers can get it on 
in 10 to 15 minutes; the really ex¬ 
perienced ones can even do it in 
five. They say the key is to be pa¬ 
tient, no yanking and make sure 
your nails are well trimmed so you 
don’t poke holes in it. It stretches 
with each wearing and usually 
lasts for four or five swims. 

But for the most part, swimmers 
are enamoured of this suit made 
from high-density microfibre. 

“The women love it,” said 
Speedo executive Stu Isaac. “I tell 
them they’re wearing a designer 
Italian fabric.” 

But Brent S. Rushall, a San Diego 
State University sports physiology 
professor and long-time critic of 
full-body suits, doesn’t believe the 
LZR Racer is deserving of its hj^e. 
He notes in a paper he wrote on 
the subject that none of the NASA 
science or any science involved in 
the project has been made avail¬ 
able in public or peer-reviewed 
forms. 

“The claims made about the LZR 
Racer still contain exaggeration, 
speculative statements, and large¬ 
ly are unsupported by evidence,” 
said Rushall. He attributes the 
string of impressive performances 
to Olympic Games stimulus, tech¬ 
nique improvements, training im¬ 
provements and psychology. 

Isaac said there’s no doubt the 
LZR Racer’s been providing swim¬ 
mers with a huge boost mentally. 
He recalls how when they first

rolled the suit out in March, Kirsty 
Coventiy of Zimbabwe broke the 
second oldest world record on the 
books in the women’s 200-metre 
backstroke while wearing the LZR 
Racer for the first time. It snow¬ 
balled from there. 

“My degree’s in sports psycholo¬ 
gy,” said Isaac. “I know when that 
starts to happen, it’s just a self-ful¬ 
filling prophecy. When they see 
some records, now they stand on 
the block and say, ‘I know this is 
going to be faster.’” 

Breaststroke specialist Mike 
Brown of Perth, Ont., a silver 
medallist at the 2005 worlds, is 
among the believers. He said he’s 
taken two seconds off his personal 
best times for this time of year. 

“Whether that suit will actually 
take two seconds off your personal 
best or whether it’s a combination 
of you thinking that it will and the 
suit, it doesn’t matter as long as 
that time comes off.”

Facts 


Among the things Speedo executive Stu Isaac credits for the step forward in tech¬ 
nology with the LZR Racer: 

• Work done with NASA to reduce drag. Through wind tunnel testing and use of 
computational fluid dynamics — the latter software partially developed by a 
branch of ANASYS in Waterloo, Ont. — they found the key places to create com¬ 
pression in the suit and reduce drag. 

• Where the seams used to be sewn and glued, they now laser cut the fabric and 
then ultrasonically fuse the fabric to create a seamless effect, meaning less drag. In 
testing, the fabric breaks before seams do. 

• A corset-like stabilizer in the abdominal section helps hold the body in position, 
creating a physiological and biomechanical effect, aiding swimmers in keeping 
their form. 

• The previous Speedo model, the Eastskin, got 50 per cent heavier from absorb¬ 
ing water in the pool; the LZR Racer only gets 6.5 per cent heavier.

Record-Store riots, after¬ 
parties shut down by police 
helicopters and copyright 
woes are just some of the 
incidents surrounding Crys¬ 
tal Castles. 

But given the group’s non¬ 
committal public persona, 
all this drama seems to just 
enhance their mystique. 

Reached by e-mail, pro¬ 
ducer Ethan Kath (or not,

Girls will love tale of plucky youngster

Kit Kittredge: An

Wholesome fare. It’s hard 
to find fault with the line 
of dolls that inspired — 
and underwrote, to some 
degree — Patricia Roze¬ 
ma’s Kit Kittredge. 

The American Girl dolls 


have colonized a nice 
stretch of girlhood coincid¬ 
ing roughly with grade 
school with a gratefully 
non-sexualized world that 
aims to teach a generation 
of daughters about histoiy, 
friendship, self-reliance 
and respect, a cohort of 18- 
inch tall figures holding 
back the bulwark against 
hordes of Bratz dolls. 

Abigail Breslin plays Kit, 
a sassy but essentially 
sweet-tempered young girl 
whose 1934 has gone from 
middle class to mid-De- 
pression as her father loses 
his job and leaves Cleve¬ 
land (ably played here by 


Toronto) for Chicago to 
look for work, and her 
mother is forced to take in 


boarders. Chris O’Donnell 
seems a bit young for his 
role here as Kit’s dad, but 


he’s AWOL from the stoiy 
for its vast middle stretch, 
so it isn’t a real problem. 

In any case, at least one 
parent needs to go missing 
if the protagonist in a chil¬ 
dren’s story is going to get 
their shot at an adventure, 
and it arrives in the form 
of a house full of eccentric 
boarders (played by Joan 
Cusack, Stanley Tucci and 
Jane Krakowski), a pair of 
young hobos (Willow 
Smith and Max Thieriot) 
and a string of robberies 
the authorities blame on 
the homeless and jobless 
filling the hobo jungles on 
the edge of town. 


It takes too long for the 
story to really kick in, and 
as a result it never gets up 
a good head of steam, but 
that might not be a minus 
for the movie’s intended 
audiences: the little girls 
between five and 12 who 
are thrilled for the chance 
to see a world come to life 
that they’ve only imag¬ 
ined in hours of play and 
in the bestselling AG 
books. 

The scene-setting, not 
the thriller, is the heart of 
the experience for them, 
and because of this, all 
critical caveats are quali¬ 
fied into meaninglessness.

REVIEW After giving us a 
potted histoiy of metal in 
Metal: A Headbanger’s 
Journey, Sam Dunn and 
Scot McFadyen decided to 
respond to the fan mail 
they received from all over 
the world to explore how 
heavy metal has penetrat¬ 
ed the vast world outside 
of the suburbs and apart¬ 
ment blocks of America 
and Europe. The trip takes 
them from Brazil to Asia 
and the Middle East, while 
whole parts of the world — 
Africa and Russia in partic¬ 


ular — go unexplored, in 
anticipation of perhaps an¬ 
other film essay by the 
pair. 

With Dunn as on-camera 
host and McFadyen his 
silent partner, they discov¬ 
er how metal’s themes of 
violent alienation and con¬ 
trolled rage resonate a bit 
more profoundly in coun¬ 
tries where poverty and 
oppression are everyday re¬ 
alities, or where escape in¬ 
to a fervent — and in¬ 
evitably masculine — fan¬ 
tasy world are welcome 


respites from societies or¬ 
ganized around duty and 
conformity. 

Metal feels a lot less like 
a faintly adolescent hobby 
in places like Brazil and In¬ 
donesia, and in places like 
Iran, where metalheads 
are seen as cultural fifth 
columnists by the mullahs 
that rule the countiy. In Is¬ 
rael, metal bands have an 
arty sophistication rare 
an 5 ^here else, while in 
Japan there’s a whole 
scene meant strictly for do¬ 
mestic consumption that 


happily mixes bruising, an- 
themic headbanging with 
prissy ballads. In every 
place, metal seems to have 
adapted to the local ter¬ 
rain, with occasionally dis¬ 
turbing results — in In¬ 
donesia, Dunn interviews 
the lead singer for the 
country’s most popular 
band, who proudly sports 
an anti-Nazi armband 
while telling him that 
Zionists, a depres singly 
common euphemism for 
Jews, should be dealt with 
murderously. 

It’s the only place where 
Dunn finds himself unable 
to melt happily into a com¬ 
munity defined by its love 
of jackhammer rh 5 fthms 
and crushing guitars, and a 
reminder that, where cir¬ 
cumstances are sufficiently 
poisonous, politics can cur¬ 
dle the inclusive, escapist 
prerogatives of culture.

Global Metal not immune 
to some global problems

FEATURE There’s a veiy 
tense moment in Sam 
Dunn and Scot McFadyen’s 
Global Metal, their trave¬ 
logue through heavy met¬ 
al subculture around the 
world, where the lead 
singer of Tengkorak, In¬ 
donesia’s biggest heavy 
metal band, insists that 
it’s the mission of all Mus¬ 
lims — indeed of right- 
thinking people every¬ 
where — to kill “Zionists,” 
a sentiment that he voices 
while wearing a promi¬ 
nent anti-Nazi armband. 

Suddenly, the confused, 
inchoate world of early 
21st-centuiy politics has 
entered Dunn and McFay- 
den’s world with a 
vengeance.“It's kind of an 
unfortunate product of 
9/11,” Dunn reflects, “with 
the hardening of views, 
and some young people 
feel that they have to take 
a veiy strong stance based 
on who they are in some 
countries. 

“I think Tengkorak’s pol¬ 
itics are an example of that 
— being defensive, feeling 
attacked as a Muslim and 
having to direct your anger 
at something else.” 

Global Metal is a sequel 


of sorts to the pair’s earli¬ 
er film. Metal: A Head- 
banger’s Journey, which 
followed Dunn — a 
trained anthropologist 
and lifelong metalhead — 
around the world as he ex¬ 
plored the roots of his 
favourite music. 

Global Metal came 
about as a response to all 
the letters he and Mc- 
Fadyen received in the af¬ 
termath of the first film’s 
release, from metal fans 
insisting that they check 
out their country’s often 
small but vital scenes. 

Politics didn’t play 
much of a role in the first 
film, but it certainly does 
in the new one, with its 
stops in Brazil, China, In¬ 
donesia, Israel and Dubai. 

“Pre-political is the only 
way I can describe it, after 
the first film,” says McFay- 
den. 

“You would have some¬ 
one like Alice Cooper say 
that it has nothing to do 
with politics, and then 
you’d have Tom Morello 
from Rage Against the Ma¬ 
chine say School’s Out 
was the most political 
song he heard when he 
was a kid. 

It’s political, but it does¬ 
n’t give you an answer — 
it’s a feeling, it’s emotion¬ 
ally political, not intellec¬ 


tually political. But in 
those countries we found 
that Indonesia is taking 
more of an intellectual 
political approach, and in 
China it seems like a com¬ 
bination.” 

Their filmmaking part¬ 
nership has moved on to 
documentaries on Iron 
Maiden and Rush that will 
take them into the next 
year, after which they’re 
still only speculating 
about another film in the 
series. 

“I guess things do work 
in threes,” McFadyen says. 
“I really don't know what 
would be the third install¬ 
ment of the metal trilo¬ 
gy-” 

“We’ve talked about the 
possibility of expanding 
Global Metal into a se¬ 
ries,” adds Dunn, “be¬ 
cause when we started 
the research for the 
movie we had a list of 
about 30 countries where 
we knew there was metal, 
but eventually pared it 
down to the ones we 
thought were most inter¬ 
esting. 

“So there’s a list of 
countries that you could 
easily do a half-hour piece 
on —Colombia or Russia 
or Cuba. Morocco. 

“There’s a lot of inter¬ 
esting places.”
